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MISSOURI GAME LAWS. 

Of a multitude of changes in the game laws 
proposed at Jefferson City, two are vital as af- 
fecting the maintenance of the State Game and 
Fish Department. One directs that the fees

Approval of either change will cripple the de- 
partment.

Three states, Kansas, California end Oklahoma, 
are now making a valuation of their railroads for 
their own rate-making purposes. Five states, 
Minnesota, South Dakota, Nebraska, Washington 
and Wisconsin, have completed valuations. Mich- 
igan has completed one for utilization in an equal 
taxation program. 

In Wisconsin, 7355 miles of road are valued at 

$215,027,646, or $29,900 per mile. . But in adjacent 
Minnesota, 7596 miles of road are valued at $360.- 
480,161, or $47,400 per mile. Nebraska valued 
6072 miles of road at $249,196,180, or $41,000 per 
mile, while the nearby State of South Dakota val- 
ued 3953 miles at $91,695,132, or $23,100 per mile. 
Washington ‘valued 3500 miles. of road at $55,000 
per mile. The variation in mile value is explained 
more by differences in the treatment of the fac- 
tors entering into the appraisal ‘than by differ- 
ences in state topography. 
A Federal valuation, which would apply the 
same principles in all the states, would cost about 
$10 a mile, or nearly $2,500,000, but would be 
worth the sum. The 244,089 miles of road in the 
entire United States are capitalized at about $29,- 
000,000,000, or about $81,600 per mile. The aver- 
age valuation in the five states is only $39,344 per 
mile.

When the 
doctors announced her birth, her parents, the Czar 
and Czarina, did not trouble to hide their great dis- 
appointment that the babe was not a boy. But she 
has never been denied anything she set her heart 
| upon, and now it is said that she has finally tri- 
umphed in her struggle to be the promised bride of 
her cousin, Grand Duke Dmitri Paviovitch, against 
the prolonged and bitter opposition of her mother, 
the Czarina. 

Dmitri, who is now in exile in Paris because of a 
carousal at home, is the son of the Czar’s uncle, 
Grand Duke Paul, whose escapades have furnished 
the scandal mongers in Europe their cheicest stories 
for a quarter of a century. He was the leader of the 
gayest, wildest set of St. Petersburg. 

When the Czarina came to the throne, she tried to 
make her Court as straight-laced as that of her old 
grandmother, Queen Victoria. But Grand Duke Pau’, 
aided and abetted by the Czar’s mother, laughed 
about the reforms of society, and went on their old 
way. However the Czarina triumphed, Paul was ex- 
fled from the country, and the Russian Court 4as- 
sumed'an outward aspect, at times, of Puritanical 


solemnity.

becomes the son-in-law of the Czar. If he dees, the 
old days will come back with him, and fashionable 
society will no longer complain of lack of sensations.

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Inspectors to Work Shortly 
After April 1. 


MANY COMPLAINTS MADE 


City to Be Divided Into Districts 
and Each Man Required to 
Repert Daily. 


Building Commissioner James N. Mc- 
Kelvey yesterday told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that early in April he would 
assign 20 building inspectors to an in- 
vestigation of all factories and business 
houses in St. Louis with a view to re- 
quiring a strict compliance with all 
building laws relating to fire prevention 
and protection of life. 

McKelvey now has only 14 inspectors 
available for systematic inspections of 
buildings, but after April 1, when the 
fiscal year ends, he will have six men 
added to his force. 

“This office has received many com- 
plaints that St. Louis factories are not 
complying with the building eng Mc- 
Kelvey said. ‘Very few of ‘the com- 
plaints relate to the larger factories, 
nearly all of them dealing with small 
factories, generally called ‘sweat-shops,’ 
where only one or two floors in some 
old building are occupied. 

“The law specifically prohibits the 
placing of machinery at Windows lead- 
ing to fire escapes, prohibits employers 
from permitting rubbish to collect and 
provides for protection of boiler rooms. 
We are informed through complaints 
that many factories which employ a 
large number of men and women are 
not obeying the law. Complaints which 
have reached this office are that rub- 
bish accumulates and that little atten- 
tion is paid to the prohibition against 
the obstruction of windows leading to 
fire escapes. 

'. “At present I am hampered by a 
lack of inspectors, but immedi&tely after 
the end of the fiscal year there will be 
available sufficient funds to put a force 
of 20 inspectors to work. I shall divide 
the city into districts, holding one in- 
spector responsible for a careful in- 
spection of each building in his district. 
I shall receive daily reports from them 
and will know each day whether the 
inspectors are doing their work prop- 
erly. 

“T hope in this manner to compel every 
employer of labor in factories and busi- 
ness houses to comply with the law and’ 
reduce to a minimum tthe probability 
of fire and the loss of life if there is a 
fire. . 

“Through inspections conducted by this 
department we have required every ho- 
tel in St. Louis to comply with all the 
provisions of the law, and I believe that 
all hotels now are in as safe condition 
as it is possible to make them. We 
have had trouble with some hotels, and 
in a few instances it became necessary 
for us to summon the proprietors to 
court. There are very few, if any, ho- 
tels which could be found violating the 
law now. 

“T expect to bring factories and busi- 
ness houses to the same standard. 

“The recent hotel fire in Omaha em- 


| phasizes the fact that we cannot be too, 


careful in our enforcement of the law, 
and that all buildings where many per- 
sons congregate should have all the pro- 
tection which the law affords.’’

CARDIFF, Wales, March  1.—The 
Welsh military authorities were the vic-

whose approach was announced by a 
practical joker. 

Military and police officials received 
apparently authoritative instructions to 
begin the mobilization of the territoria] 
troops on a war footing. Walls and bill- 
boards were promptly placarded with 
the mobilization order, and _ telegrams 
were sent to all territorial soldiers re- 
siding in outlying districts. 

The arrangements for billeting the 
men on the inhabitants of the town 
were well under way before the hoax 
was discovered.

Congress, which as- 
sumes the wisdom of a physician, says it is bad 
for everybody. Mr. Taft, who does not share 
that view, vetoed the bill. Mr. Wickersham, wha 
is disposed to think that lijuor is not necessar- 
ily bad for everybody, says the Webb measure 
is probably unconstitutional. It remains for the 
United States Supréme Court to say if it really 
ie bad for overytody or not. The s:tuation is 
about as acute as it could be, especialiy for peo- 
ple who are disposed to think that it is not ‘bad 
for them. ‘ 

NE thing is certain, and this is that if the 
Webb law is constitutional, the temper- 
ance issue will come to a head one way 

or another in very short order. Everybody will 


quit fooling with it. We shall have to.make up 


our minds whether we want to be wet or dry, 
and we have never had to do that. It will be 
4nteresting to see what we really do think about 
it.. Possibly we may decide that, after all, what 
we shall have to do is to be segregated. It goes 
without saying that there will be é considerable 


exodus out of dry states upon the part of people 
who like to begin the day with an eye-opener and 
close it with a night-cap. Slight at first, this 
might easily become one of the most historic 
movements in which: any people have ever en- 
gaged. It may even result in all the wets liv- 
ing on one side of the Mississippi River, and all 
the drys on the other. A great many far-sighted 
people have pointed out that thie will have to 
be done if this thing keeps up. The only point 
at issue is which side of the river would probably 
be dry. jome people think it ought to be the 
west side. They roint out that the west side is 
naturally dry, anyway; that all the deserts and 
the unwatered plains are out there. Other peo- 
ple, probably more humane, think the west side 
ought to be wet. They set forth that one could 
probably live on the east side without liquor, 
whereas it would be almost impossible to do so on 
the.west side. The air is too dry. ‘There is too 
much dust and sand. Liquor, they say, has never 
been used in the Hast as it is used in the West. 
The Hast drinks liquor socially; the West drinks 
it to keep from choking to death. There are some 
Western staves like New Mexico, in which all 
whisky is drupa straight.“ They never make it 


into highballs, or take it with soda. Almost all 
whisky is drunk with something on the side in 
the East. It is not particularly prized, as it is 
in the West. 
HAD an experiepce in the Southwest some 
|. years ago which indicates ‘the respect in 
which whisky is held in some parts of the 
West. I went out on the Santa Fe to Glorietta, 
N. M., and took a wagon to a fishing resort up 
on the headwaters of the Pecos River. It was a 
long haul, and we were most of the day atit. I 
complained of the distance a number of times. 
Finally the driver announced that when we 
turned a bend looming ahead of us we would 
look down on the resort. As we turned the cor- 
ner, we came in sight of a cluster of unpainted 
buildings across the river. In front of one of 
these buildings, on a long bench, were about a 
dozen men. Immediately the wagon came in sight 
these men jumped to their feet and began cheer- 
ing. Some of them sailed their hats here and 
there. They were all jubilant. As we rattled across 
the bridge and drew up before the place, their 
enthusiasm increased. I got out and made a 
very low bow. :

NEW YORK, March 1.—Legal Sunday 
selling of liquors is again being. hotly 
discussed because of the presence here 
of a State Legislature Committee trying 
to find out how New York’s police force 
can be made good and kept clean. 

Former Mayor George B. McClellan, 
one of the first witnesses, favored the 
open saloon. “The excise . question,” 
said he, “will never be solved till we 
have Sunday opening. I believe the ma- 
jority of the people would favor such @ 
law. In this town we could well afford 
to open the saloons on Sunday. We are 
full of Anglo-Saxon hypocrisy, however, 
and possibly such a law might meet de- 
feat. 

“The three chief sourec; of graft are 
obviously liquor selling, gambling and 
prostitution. It seems to me that the 
first can be absolutely eliminated by 
permitting\Sunday opening. As far as 
I am personally concerned, I -would be 
perfectly willing to see the saloons open 
as long as they might wish to keep 
them open. 

“IT do not think there would be enough 
in the business to warrant many more 
of them running all night, and I doubt 
very much if being open all day Sunday 
would do any particular harm. 
Remembers Only One “Dry” Sunday. 

*“It\is absolutely impossible to enforce 
literally and absolutely the present ex- 
cise law. Some years ago we had a 
strike of street-cleaning drivers. The 
men had been out for some days, and 
began to get rather ugly. Sunday was 
approaching, and I sent for the commis- 
sioner and told him that I wanted an 
absolutely dry Sunday on the East and 
West River fronts, and near the sta 
bles in Brooklyn. 

“He gave me an absolutely dry Sun- 
day in a small section of the city by 
calling oltt the entire police force on 
riot duty. I venture to say that was 
possibly the only absolutely dry Sunday 
New York has had since the present ex- 
cise law has been on the books.”’ 

Mayor Gaynor frankly acknowledged 
he did not know which was best. Per- 
mitting the Sunday sale éf liquor after 
“chudch hours” seemed to commend 
liself to the Mayor, who cited the pre- 
cedent long established in England. 

Citizens’ Committee Request. 

Allan Robinson .made a prolonged re- 

port in behalf of the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee, an outgrowth of a big mass meet- 
ing at Cooper Union some months ago, 
following the Rosenthal murder case. 
It was discussed at length by E. H. 
Outerbridge, Charles P. Howland, Dr. 
Harry Moskowitz and others. The rec- 
ommendation of the Citizens’ Commit- 
tee follows: 4 
“That Sunday saloon selling within 
restxicted hours and with other proper 
limitations should be permitted by law 
in New York City. Legislation may be 
either by direct amendment to the liquor 
tax law or by the granting to the City 
of New York of the power to make 
local excise regulations, or within lim- 
its to modify the State law.’’ 
Dr. John P. Peters,, chairman of the 
Commiftteé of Fourteen, insisted that 
the Cgmmissioner of Excise could lit- 
erally enforcé’ the liquor law without 
difficulty if he chose to, but of Sunday 
opening he said: ‘“‘Your law should not 
make a crime of something which the 
community does not regard as a crime.”’ 
This was also the attitude taken by 
Henry de Forest Baldwin.

“So long,”’ he said, “as we refuse to 
treat the private morals of grown men, 
who earn their Iving and mind their 
own business, as we treat their relig- 
ious beliefs—as something important, but 
beyond improvement by a policeman’s 
club—we must accept the consequences.

revealed the fact that because of the 
extensive underground wiring system 
of the Union Electric Light and Power 
“0,, in the downtown district of St. 
Louis, that company will have a mo- 
Popoly of electric business in the densely 
populated part of the city if the con- 
duit bill now pending in the City Coun- 


cil becomes a law. 

The Union Electric has 573,09 feet, or 
more than 108 miles of conduits in the 
district bounded by the Mississippi Riv- 
er, Twenty-second street, Wash and 
The Laclede Gas Light 
Co. has 93,700 feet, or less than 18 miles. 


" The Cupples Light and Power Co. has 


bee 


_ 4220 feet, or less than one mile, and the 
_ National Subway Co. 


has 9407 feet, or 
less than two miles. 

The National Subway, under an ordi- 
nance, is permitted to furnish conduit 
space to other companies, but the other 
companies having franchises are pro- 
hibited from leasing space in their con- 
duits. 

Would Prohibit Extensions. 

_A map of the ‘underground district’”’ 
shows that the Union Electric is now 
able to furnish light and power to all 
users of electricity in every block in 
the district, cud that the other compa- 
ties ure able to furnish electricity only 
to very limited sections. 

‘The conduit bill now pending, which 
Was introduced by Councilman Lehm- 
berg, prohibits the Board of Public Im- 
provements from granting permits for 
the extension of conduits over any 
street or public place already occupied 
by conduits. 

Holds “Cream of Business.” 
Attorneys say this means that neither 
the Cupples, Laclede nor National Sub- 
Way companies could extend its service 
over any street now occupied by con- 
duits of the Union Electric. The map 
shows that the Union Electric has con- 
duits on nearly all the streets of the 
underground district, as established by 
ordinance. This district includes. the 
wholesale, retail and office building dis- 
tricts; and is said by the manufacturers 
of electricity to compose the “cream 
of the business.” ; 

axime Reber, president of the Board’ 
of Public Improvements, yesterday re- 
fused to discuss the pending bill. 
. “The Board of Public Improvements 
recently introduced a bill which would 
permit the extension of the conduits of 


_ all companies now in business,”’ he said.

““We believed this to be necessary to 


afford adequate electric facilities. 
“When the Keyes ordinance, under 
Which the underground business is now 
handled, was passed an attempt was 
made to anticipate the electric needs 
of the busiest section of the city. That 
was in 1896. It has been proven that a 
mistake was made. Then there was not 
one-twentieth, of the business there is 
today. 

Can't Estimate Growth, 

“We are no more able today to esti- 
mate the growth of electricity than was 
possible when the Keyes ordinance was 
passed. In framing its bill, the Board 
of Public Improvements sought to give 
all companies the right to such exten- 
sions as business demanded. 

_ “A substitute bill was introduced and 
fs now pending. I have not given it a 
sufficient consideration to discuss it.” 
To other persons Reber has said that 
if the pending ordinance becomes a 
Jaw he would not be able to issue per- 
mits to any company for extensions. 
-The monopoly, as pointed out by at- 
torneys, lies in the fact that the Union 
Blectric already occupies the district. It 
does not need extensions, and the ordi- 
mance would prohibit other companies 
eas encroaching on its*territory. 
Favors the Monopoly. 
Dr. Paul R. Fletcher, a member of 
the Public Impnovements Committee 
of the Council, which will hold a 
public hearing on the bill at 3 p. m. 
Monday, yesterday declared that he 
Was in favor of its passage. 

“I do not believe that a company 
which has expended a large amount 
of money all over the city to provide 
an adequate electric service should 
have to compete with a company 
which seeks only to supply the ‘cream 
of the service’ in a district where ey- 
ery building is a large user of elec. 
tricity,” he said,

Sixty Bacon Paintings of Orient- 
al Life to Be Exhibited at 
City Art Museum. 





OF RAREST COLOR WORK 

Boston . Artist Succeeded in 

Matching the Marvelous 
Tones of the Desert. 





A treat for art lovers will be revealed 
at the City Art Museum in Forest Park 
today, when 60 water-color paintings 
executed in Greece, Ceylon and Egypt 
by Henry Bacon, a Boston artist, who 
died last year, are placed on exhibition 
in three of the galleries, to remain 
there a month. The pictures recently 
were exhibited at the Boston Art Club 
and at the Montross Gallery in Sw 
York, eliciting the highest praise from 
the critics of those cities. 

‘Although Bacon had few peers in de- 
picting the life, the scenery and the at- 
mosphere of the countries in which he 
worked, he is comparatively unknown in 
this part of the world because he spent 
the last 15 years of his life abroad.. He 
called London his home, but he spent 
every winter in Egypt, where he died, 
and there, perhaps, his greatest work 
was done. 

Whereas most painters are overawed 
by the colossal ruins in the ancient 
land of the Pharaohs, Bacon's encom- 
passing humanity took in the life of 
the present and his pictures consequent- 
ly are faithful portrayals of the strange 
peoples that now inhabit that land. 

Used Ruins as Settings. 

He did not overlook the pictorial value 
of the vast ruins. On the contrary, he 
used the colossi most effectively as set- 
tings for the life of Egypt as it Is to- 
day. 

By painting groups of the desert peo- 
ples at the bases of those great monu- 
ments, he produced powerful contrasts 
between the mighty past and the puny 
present, emphasizing vividly the fleeting 
life of man. 

A striking example of this is ‘‘The 
Last of the Krio Sphinxes,” where a 
drowsy shepherd is shown tending his 
flocks in the shadow of the great stone 
image. Another is “Entrance to the 
Rock Temple of Abou Simbel,’”’ in which 
are shown the tiny, hooded figures of 
two Arabs. seated by a camp fire be- 
fore the towering mass.of masonry and 
carved figures. 

One of the remarkable features of 
Bacon’s work is the fidelity with which 
he reproduced the colors of the desert 
lands. Formerly a painter in oils, he 
turned to water colors 20 years ago 
when he found that by their use he 
could more accurately and appealingly 
tones of the 

1 landscapes. he loved. 

~ ‘Fe used water celorsias they were in- 
tended to be used—flowing them in 
transparent washes—sometimes blend- 
ing them and at other times laying 
them side by side in crisp and éffec- 
tive fashion. 


Camped in the Desert. 
Bacon went into the’desert to get 


detai's of his work. Frequently, it is 
related, he camped out with Bedouins 
for weeks while depicting their life 
on “‘the : 1 of sands.” 

His African pictures, however, are 
not mere wonderful than those painted 
in Greece and Ceylon, critics affirm. He 
seemed to catch the spirit—the color 
spirit as well as the Hfc—of the warm 
countries, in a way that few artists 
have mastered. 

All the pictures in the collection to 
be shown here were pair.ted during the 
last two years of Bacon’s life. 


Dan Nugent Praises Bacon, 

Dan C. Nugent, president of the 
B. Nugent & Bro. Dry Goods Co., was 
acquainted with Bacon and is a great 
admirer of his work. 

“When Mrs. Nugent and I were in 
Egypt in February, 1900, we 
Bacon at Cairo,” sai 
Nugent. “Mr. Bacon was then engaged 
in painting Egyptian scenes and I 
took. much interest in observing his 
methods. 

“On account of the great heat, he 
would go out to sketch and paint at 
Gaylight and then resume his work 
at the close of day. Mrs. Nugent and 
I both thought Mr. Bacon caught the 
color and life of Egyptian scenery in

CONSIDERED TODAY 


Joint Charter Conference Calls 
Public Meeting at the Public 
Library. 


WILL VOTE BY _ BODIES 


Conference Has Pick of 50 
Names Suggested by 20 


Civic Organizations. 
| 


The Joint Charter Conference, repre- 
senting business and civic organizations 
interested in the mdvement for a new 
city charter, announces through its sec- 
retary, Roger N. Baldwin, that a meet- 
ing will be held at 3 o’clock this after- 
noon in the assembly room of the Pub- 
lic Library, Fourteenth and Olive 
streets, to consider the qualifications of 
men suggested as members of a pros- 
pective Roard of Freeholders. 

More than a week ago the conference 
sent to the various commercial and civic 
bodies blank ballots on which each of 
these organizations was asked to nomi- 
nate a number of men for Freeholders. 
These nominations are to be weighed at 
the general meeting today. 

The secretary's notice pointed out that 


a Freeholder must be the owner of real | 


estate in St. Louis and a qualified voter, 
and urged that the board should be con- 
stituted without regard to party affilia- 
tions. The following recommendations 
were made: 

‘‘Members of the board should not be 
connected with public service.or fran- 
chise-holding companies. 

“They should not be connected in any 
way with a special or private interest 
which might affect their judgment in 
considering: the public interest. 

“Professional politicians should not be 
members of the board. 

‘‘Men should be selected whose inter- 
est in the public good and whose record 
in public affairs show them.to be thor- 
oughly on the side of the interests of 
the whole public, and for a progressive 
form of government, controlled by the 
whole people.” 

A board of freeholders to draft a 
new city charter, Baldwin’s letter 
advised, may be nominated either in 
political convention or on a non-par- 
tisan ballot by petition of 1000 citi- 
zens. In case neither political con- 
vention this week nominates a slate 
approved by the conference, it will 
place its candidates in the field by 
means of petition. 

In choosing its ticket, the confer- 
ence will have the pick of 50 names 
suggested by 20 organizations, and 
of this number 25 or 30 will be pre- 
sented to the four City Central Com- 
mittees, which have promised _ that 
the recomendations of the conference 
will have careful consideration. Un- 
der the law, 13 candidates may be 


finally chosen. 


The meeting this afternoon will be 
open to the public. Voting will be 
by organizations. The Advertising 
Men’s League, the Building Trades’ 
Council, the Franklin Avenue Im- 
provement Association, the Real 
Estate Exchange, the Rotary Club, 
the Southwestern Mercantile Asso- 
ciation and the Tower Grove Heights 
Improvement Association have re- 
cently joined the conference.

Poet Rostand was unable to obtain an 
American copyrjght on “Cyrano de Ber- 
gerac’’ because of the decision of an 
American court that his play was a 
Plagiarism of “‘The Merchant Prince of 
Corneville,”” by Millionaire Gross of 
Chicago. Nevertheless, when the late 
Richard Mansfield produced “Cy rano” on 
the American stage, he sent Rostand the 


| regular. royalties, believing the French- 


man, morally. entitled to. them. Now, 
however, there is another difficulty in 
the way: Rostand has protested against 
the Damrosch-Henderson operatic vers- 
ton of his play, the French: Society of 
Dramatie Authors has filed. with the 
Metropolitan Opera House its own for- 
mal protest against the production, and 
Rostand declares that, while the French 
Society of Dramatic Authors will accept 
the opera royalties if sent, this action 
must not be construed as meaning that 
he himself consents to tbe opera’s con- 
tinued production. Quite to the contrary, 
he says, he will never sanction the work 
and, also, he will take steps to make its 
European production impossible. ‘ 

This is an awkward. situation. ‘of 
course, but the American composer and 
librettist of the opera made from Ros- 
tand’s play have at least manifested a 
spirit of fair dealfmge in so far as the 
financial aspect of their venture is can+ 
cerned. In the .meantime, with the 
French Society of Dramatic Authors ac- 
cepting the opera royalties on Rostand’s 
behalf, it may he hoped that Rostand 
wiil become reconciled to such a situa- 
tion in the due course of events, especial- 
ly if-the Damrosch-Henderson work de- 
velops into a permanent suctess of prime 
royalty-earning powers. 
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On the evening of Tuesday, March 4, 
when President-elect Wilson duly shal!

It is proposed to insert the words 
“nor to any person practicing mind 
cure or any other method of heal- 
ing’’ to Section 8319 of the Revised Code, 
so- that the amended instrument will 
read as follows:

Twenty or More Bodies Embed: 
1 ded in Ruins of Dewey 
Hotel at Omaha. 





OMAHA, March 1.—A hundred men 
tonight worked by the aid of hasthy 
strung electric lights in the debris of 
the burned Dewey Hotel in an effort to 


recover the 20 or more bodies which 
are supposed to have been entombed 
when the walls of the building col- 
lapsed early yesterday. Below zero 
temperature pravails and a stiff wind 
blows. The men worked in a great 
mass of ice weighing hundreds of tons 
and imbedded in this great cake are 
supposed to be the bodies of those who 
were unable to escape from the burning 
hotel. 

This number is estimated at from 2 
to 50. It is believed many bodies were 
destroyed before the floors fell and the 
true number of the dead never may be 
known. The hotel register, which was 
recovered this afternoon, was badly 
burned, but showed at least 63 guests 
were at the hotel. Only.a few names 
can be deciphered. Less than 30 of the 
guests can be accounted for. Of these, 
three are dead and six are in the hos- 
pital. 

Rumor of Incendiarism. 

The State Fire Marshal arrived here 
today to investigate the origin of the 
fire. Rumore are that it was the work 
of an incendiary and the Coroner prom- 
ises a sensation at the inquest. The pv- 
lice are holding three men under sur- 
veillance. 

Only one body was recovered today, 
that of Mrs. Alice Bonnevie of Sun- 
beam, Colo. The body was identified 
only by jewelry, being so badly burned 
and battered as to be unrecognizable. 

A great part of the day was consumed 
in tearing down the tottering walis, 
which menaced the rescuers. 

The hero of the fire was discovere:] 
today to have been Frank Murray. His 
back was broken several months ago 
and by a rare operation he partly was 
restored to health and was recuperating 
in the hotel. When awakened by the 
smoke, he hobbled down the hall, beat- 
ing with his cane upon each door énd 
arousing a number who escaped. At 
the head of the steps, Murray fainted 
and dropped, but rolled down to safeiy. 
His broken back was injured, and he 
again is paralyzed from the waist down. 

$1000 Necklace Unclaimed. 

Late today workmen found a pearl 
necklace, with diamond pendant, the 
whole valued at more than $1000. No 
claimant has appeared, and the owner 
is believed to have perished. 

M. lL. Maver, a traveling salesman of 
Columbus, O., is supposed to be among 
the lost. An hour before the fire he 
separated from friends, saying he was 
going to the Dewey for the night. He 
was not seen today.

The Senate remained in session tonight 
for action on President Taft’s appoint- 
ments and because of a filibuster against 
the rivers and harbors and public build- 
ings appropriations. biHs, which threat- 
ened to defeat them and put them over 
for emergency action at the extra ses- 
sion to be called by 
to meet April 1. The Senate also lis- 
tened to eulogies on the late Senator 
Davis of Arkansas. 

The Senate’s Workmen’s compensation 
bill was passed in the House by a vote 
of 218 to 71, after a long debate. The 
bill, which was amended by the House 
Judiciary Committee to apply to express 
companies and other common carriers, 
as well as railroads, provides specific 
rates of compensation for accidental in- 
juries, resulting in disability or death to 
employes. It will now go to conference. 
Representatives Hardwick and Henry 
and other Democrats had conducted a 


filibuster against the bill because ‘of its 


precedence on the calendar. 

Congress tonight still had 13 ef its 15 
big supply bills unfinished. Chairman 
Burnett of the House Public. Buildings 
Committee said the “public brildings 
bill is as dead as.a door nail.’’ He said 
the Senate had insisted on its amend- 
ments for many millions of dollars, and 
it had been impossible to reach an 
agreement. 

Senators Root, O’Gorman and Bristow 
had issued a direct ultimatum that 
the the House of Representatives must 
either accept some of the general 
emendments put into tne public build- 
ings bill by the Senate or the measure 
would not pass at this session of Con- 
zress. Senator Newlands of Nevada, 
holding the floor for. several hours dur- 
ing the day, insisted that there should 
be no action on the river and harbor 
conference report unless an opportunity 
was given for a vote in the House on 
his amendment proposing a river regula- 
tion board to take control of all water- 
way development. r 

Conference Committees Busy. 

Conference committees worked until 
after last midnight and throughout to- 
day attempting to adjust differences. In 
case any bill fails of passage, it will be 
necessary for the extra session to take 
them up, so that Government depart- 
ments may not be bankrupted. 

By a vote of 37 to 26 the Senate at 
11:30 tonight refused to re-enter upon 
the consideration of the conference re- 
port on the rivers and harbors bill. The 
negative vote was due to a combination 
of general opposition on the part of 
some Senators and a desire to take up 
the genefal deficiency appropriation bii: 
and the seamen’s servitude bil!. This 
action was generally taken as indicat. 
ing the ultimate failure of the rivers 
and harbors bill at this session: 

The opposition to the public buildings 
bill was based on the ground that the 
Conference Committee had omitted al] 
the general items and had left only the 
local appropriations, which Senator Bris- 
tow referred to as ‘‘grab’’ items. Among 
the Senate amendments dropped out of 
the bill were those for the Arlington 
memorial bridge, a militia armory, an 
extension of the park system and a na- 
tional Red Cross building, all in Wash- 
ington, and $3,000,000 for a New York 
courthouse. 

The only measures that had reached 
the President today were the fortifica- 
tions appropriation bill, involving about 
$4,000,000, and the diplomatic and con- 
sular bill, carrying more than $3,000,000. 
The measures resting in precarious con- 
dition involved total appropriations of 
more than $1,000,000,000. 

The postoffice appropriation bill was 
sent to conference by the Howse today 
after a motion of Representative Mur- 
dock of Kansas to disagree to the Sen- 
ate amendment increasing the pay of the 
railroads for carrying the mail by about 
$9,000,000 had been voted down.

WASHINGTON, March 1.—The first 
break of importance in the deadlock 
over President Taft’s appointments 
came today when the Senate, in a 
two-hour session behind closed doors, 
confirmed a large number of the pro- 
motions made in the army, navy, ma- 
rine corps, revenue cutter, public 
health and, diplomatic service. The 
confirmations were made with little 
discussion as the result of a general 
agreement that appointments of this 
character should not be held up. 

An agreement was reached for the 
confirmation also of postmasters in 
the home towns of Senators. The ex- 
ecutive session was resumed at 8 p. 
m. with the purpose of cleaning up 
uncontested appointments.

Col. David M. Flynn pre- 
sented it in a brief speech. The 
President-elect stood on a box just 
outside the portico of his home and 
said good-by. 

fle said he meant to enjoy the three 
days between his resignation of the gov- 
ernorship and inauguration day, in 
which he was “a plain and untitled cit- 
izen,’’ not because he had no particular 
responsibility, but because of the remin- 
iscence of the years that had preceded. 

‘“T want you to believe me,” he said, 
‘when I say I shall never lose the 
consciousness of those years. I should 
be a very poor President if I did. I have 
always believed that the real rootages 
of patriotism were local; that they re- 
sided in one’s consciousness of an inti- 
mate touch with persons who were 
watching him with a knowledge of his 
character. 

Must Love Country Concretely. 

“You cannot love a country abstractly. 
You have got to love it concretely. You 
have got to know people in order to love 
them. You have got to feel as they do, 
in order to have sympathy with them, 
and any man would be a very poor 
public servant who did not regard him- 
self as a part of the public itself. No 
man can imagine how other people are 
thinking. He can know only by .what 
is going on in his own head, and if that 
head is not connected by every thread 
of suggestion with the heads of people 
about him, he cannot think as they 
think, 

“I am turning away from this place in 
body, but not in spirit, and I am doing it 
with genuine sadness. The real trials 
of life are the connections you break, 
and when a man has lived in one place 
as long as I have lived in Princeton and 
has as many experiences as I have had 
here, first as an undergraduate and 
then as a resident, he Knows what it 
means to change his residence, and to go 
into strange environments and surround. 
ings. 

“I never have been inside 
White House and I shall feel very 
strange when I get inside of it. I shall 
think of this little house behind me and 
remember how much more familiar it 
is to me than that is likely to be and 
how much more intimate a sense of pos- 
session there must be in the one case 
than in the other. 

Will Miss His Neighbors. 

“One cannot be a neighbor to the 
whole United States. I shall miss my 
neighbors. I shall miss the daily con- 
tact with the men I know and by whom 
I am known, and one of the happiest 
things In my thought will be that your 
g00d wishes go with me. 

“With your confidence and the confi- 
dence of men like you, the task that 
lies before me will be gracious and 
agreeable. It will be a thing te be proud 
of, because I am trying to represent 
those who have so graciously trusted 
me.,’’

SPARKLES WITH EPIGRAMS 


Democratic Party Never Has Off 
Years, Especially in His 
Ward, He Says. 


Michael Kinney, successor of his late 
brother Tom in the side Waele and in 
lifth Ward Democratic leadership, con- 
tributed his chapter yesterday afternoon 
to the serial story, ‘‘The Knifing of M. 
J. Gill,” in the Gill-Dyer Twelfth Dis- 
trict Congressional election contest. 

This Mike Kinney is not the original 
of Saunders Norvell’s imaginary ‘‘Mike 
Kinney, Teamster and Editcr,’’ but his 
testimony contained epigrams not unlike 
the “‘thots’’ which the other ‘‘Mike’’ con- 
tributes to “The Gimlet.’’ One of his 
remarks was, “The Democratic party 
doesn't have off years.’’ Some of his 
hearers remarked admiringly that the 
mantle of his brother, who will long be 
remembered for his political power in 
the river wards, had fallen on him. 

‘I voted for L. C. Dyer for Congress 
last November,” said Kinney in answer 
to a question. ‘“‘He was the only Re- 
publican I ever voted for, and the only 
one I ever will vote for.” 

“You consider that the policies of the 
Republican party are still live issues, 
then?’’ suggested Gill's lawyer, John El- 
spermann Jr. 

Not Holdiag G. O. P. Post-Morten. 

“Tl didn’t come here to hold a post- 
mortem on the dead body of the Re- 
publican party,’’ Kinney replied. “If 
you want a Democratic speech, maybe I 
can accommodate you.” 

He told how, after having supported 
Gill in the August primaries for the 
Democratic nomination for Congress, he 
heard that Gill, two years before, had 
voted against Thomas E. Kinney, thus 
contributing to his defeat and Dyer’s 
election to Congress. 

“At first,”” said Kinney, “I couid not 
and would not believe it. If I had 
thought at that time that Mike Gill 
had scratched Tom’s name, he would 
never have got within 15 feet of me 
again.”’ 

But he went on to relate that Gill soon 
began to avoid him, sometimes crossing 
the street to keep out of his way. If 
they did meet, he said, Gill would not 
look him in the eve, but would ‘‘whine 
and whimper.’’ Gill acted, he said, “‘as if 
he had an uneasy conscience.” 

“Finally,” he said, ‘‘there was a meet- 
ing of the Congressional Committee 
called, and which Gill was invited to at- 
tend, and I asked permission to be pres- 
ent, as there were a few questions I 
wanted to ask him. And I put it right 
up to him. I asked him again and 
again why he scratched Tom's name 
and his only reply was, ‘It must have 
been a mistake.’ Then I asked him what 
work he had done for the Democrats in 
that election and he said not much be- 
cause he considered it an off year for 
the Democrats. Gentlemen, the Demo- 
cratic party doesn’t have off years, es- 
pecially in my ward. We have to work 
all the time.”’ 

All Leaders in the Fith. 

Asked about the Fifth Ward, he said: 
“No ward in the whole city is as good 
to live in as the Fifth.’’ When Ellsper- 
mann asked him who were the leaders in 
the ward. he replied: “Oh, we are all 
leaders. Everybody works for the Dem- 
ocratic, party in that ward.” 

‘Are vou one of the leaders?’ asked 
Elispermann. In answer to this came 
the following: ‘‘Politicians are funny 
creatures. In politics there are some 
people who could go along the street 
with a brass band and wouldn’t attract 
any attention, while others could walk 
alone up a dark alley and the whole 
world would know it.”

INEW NICKEL GREETED } AS 
A FAKER IN ST, LOUIS 





Post-Dispatch Reporter Introduces the Buffalo-| 
Indian Head Coin and Is All But Ar- 
rested Trying to Pass It. 





Such an innovation proved the new 
nickel with an Indian head on one ‘side 
and a buffalo on the other, which was 
put in circulation for the first time in 
St. Louis yesterday, that a Post-Dis- 
patch reportér was in danger of arrest 
in one instance when attempting to 
spend one of the coins, and was treated 
with sarcasm by several tradesmen to 
whom its fellows were submitted in 
payment. The reporter went around 
with the new nickel to see what recep- 
tion it would get. 

Even a bartender, who is accustomed 
to accepting all sorts of weird metal 
checks in his trade, inquired ironically, 
after examining a 1913 nickel given to 
him for a cigar in his place on Locust 
street, whether his customer took him 
for a collector of curios. But when con- 
vineed that the novelty was really coin 
of the realm, the bartender was so 
eager to obtain one of the pieces as a 
souvenir that he offered two 15-cent 
cigars in exchange for it. 

Bootblack Suspicious, 

The reporter offered one of the new 
nickels in a Greek shoe-shining parlor 
at 207 North Seventh street. Only the 
intervention of another customer, who 
offered to guarantee that the coin was 
sound, prevented the proprietor from 
summoning a policeman. 

Conductor 4283 on the Seventh street 
line looked askance at one of the ‘‘buf- 
falo” nickels when it dropped in his 
box. ‘“O yes,” he recollected after a 
moment, “that’s one of the new ones. 
All right.” 

“You'll have to come cleaner than 





that,”” remarked Solomon Schwartz, a 
clerk in a cigar store at 612 Olive street, 
when a new nickel was offered him in 
payment for a cigar. But he rang it 
up on the cash register when another 
customer assured him it was real 
inoney. 

The polite objection, “I tiink you 
gave me a pocket piece by mistake,” 
was made by Miss Hazel Smith, clerk in 
a news stand at 509 Olive street. She 
refused to take the coin until another 
young woman who entered the store 
told her it was one of the new nickels. 
At a candy store at Broadway and 
live street the young woman cashier 
consulted with the manager before ac- 
cepting one of the coins. 

The new coin bears little resem- 
blancg save in size and material to 
the old nickel, which bore the head 
of a woman on one side and a.“V" 
surrounded by a wreath on the other.

OVER TAFT'S VET 


House, 244 to 95, Repasses 
Webb Measure, Which Senate 
Had Readopted, 63 to 21.

WASHINGTON, March 1.—The 
Webb bill, prohibiting the shipment 
of intoxicating liquors into prohi- 
bition states, today became a law, 
when the House by a vote of 244 to 


95, repassed over the veto of Presi- 
dent Taft the measure, which the 
Senate repassed last night by a vote 
of 63 to 21. 

Only once before in the last 15 
years has Congress overridden a 
President's veto. That was when 
the Rainey river dam bill was passed 
over President Roosevelt's disap- 
proval. 

The Webb bill passed both houses 
of Congress and went to the Presi- 
dent 10 days ago. The veto message 
reached the Senate at 3 o’clock yes- 
terday afternoon. 

President Taft based his veto al- 
most entirely on the ground that the 
bill was unconstitutional in that 
it virtually delegated to the states 
control of interstate traffic in liquor, 
when, he held, that control was vest- 
ed solely in Congress. Attorney- 
General Wickersham had given an 
opinion also holding the bill to be 
unconstitutional and the President 
forwarded that to the Senate yester- 
day with his veto mesage. 

Wide Margin Is Given. 

The Senate repassed the bill 
promptly last night and early today 
the House leaders favoring the meas- 
ure, led by - Representative Clayton, 
chairman of the Judftciary Commit- 
tee, and Representative Webb, one 
of its framers, began working for an 
immediate repassage. Debate was 
limited and the House repassed the 
bill with as wide a margin over the 
necessary two-thirds vote as the Sen- 
ate had done. 

Supporters of the bill say it will 
make effective the prohibition laws 
of dry states, which, they say, now 
are violated because intoxicants are 
shipped to private individuals and 
this has the effect of nullifying the 
Tocal laws. 

The Webb bill, in one form or an- 
other, has been before Congress for 
nearly 30 years. The question involved 
is not of itself a prohibition question. 
The bill leaves the qwuestion whether 
prohibition is wise where it is now, pro- 
viding that when a community decides 
that it wants prohibition it may have it 
without interference by the Federal Gov- 
ernment. 


Fight Lester 23 Years. 
One version of the law was passed, 


but the Supreme Court in 189 held 
it unconstitutional. Again, for 283 years, 
in a form to meet the constitutional 
objection, It has been before the House 
and Senate, but never until the present 
had it emerged from the Senate com- 
mittee, and only once had it come from 
the, House committee. Doubtless it 
would have passed by a good margin, 
but many Congressmen were grateful! 
for a chance to escape voting on the 
bill. 

After three futile attempts in Jan- 
uary to obtain unanimous consent to 
vote on the Kenyon bill (the Webb bil) 
in another form), Senator Sanders of. 
Tennessee Jan. 10 asked unanimous con- 
sent to vote on the bill and got it, but 
Senator Smoot arose and said that had 
he been listening he would have ob- 
jected to unanimous consent. A two- 
day discussion was precipitated on the 
parliamentary question whether unani- 
mous consent, once given, can be re- 
scinded. Finally it was decided, for the 
first time in the history of the Senate. 
to revoke a unanimous consent. I[t wae

Langan of 6803 Plymouth avenue told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter yesterday that 
he would build two two-story residences 
in place of the projected $100,000 apart- 
ments, and would rent them to negroes. 
The foundations of the apartment 
houses, which are on adjoining 50-foot 
lots, at the southwest corner, had been 
laid, when, in 1908, 30 property owners 
of the neighborhood sued to enforce re- 
strictions which, they sald, forbade the 
crection of apartments. Work was 
stopped, and the foundations have re- 
mained without buildings on them. 

Suit Against a Woman, 
The suit was directed against Mrs. 
Honora McGowan, owner of the prop- 
erty, and against Thomas Bidwell, the 
feontractor. Mrs. McGowan died while 
the matter was in litigation, and the: 
property is now in the name of Dr, Lan-- 
gan, her son-in-law. 
Circuit Judge Withrow decided in fa- 
vor of the apartments, holding that the 
eighboring property. holders had per- 
mitted the restrictions to be violated 
in other cases and that the restrictions 
had thus became a dead letter. The 
property owners appealed to the Court 
of Appeals, and that court yesterday 
reversed Judge Withrow’s decision and 
ordered that the foundations be removed 
or that plans be prepared to conform 
to the restrictions. 

Women Fight Apartments. 

These restrictions state that only one 
dwelling shall be. placed on each lot. 
Perry Post Taylor, lawyer for the prop- 
erty owners, contended that the apart- 
ments would be a number of dwellings, 
When he learned last night of Dr, 
Langan’s threat to build houses for ne- 
groes, Taylor said he did not know that 
this could he legally prevented, but that 
possibly Dr. ate wit, would think better 
of it.

Stay on the 
train and sit somewhere so no one wil} 
be likely to see you.” 

The other letter referred to plans sug- 
gested by Nellis for living in East St. 
Louis or Murphysboro in a way to 
avoid detection. 

Admits Trip to Hotel. / 

When Mrs. Wynn was placed on 
the witness stand she admitted that 
she and Nellis had been at the hotel 
in Cairo, after she had sat,with her 
eves diverted and her head bowed 
for a few minutes, during Which time 
her husband, having left the Com- 
missioner’s office in the Murphy 
building,’ paced the adjoining corri- 
dor, holding his little son by the 
hand. 

Before the letter left behind by 
Nellis, in which he mentioned the 
remittance of $14.75 for railroad 
tickets had been read, Mrs. Wynn 
had ‘sworn that she paid her own 
expenses and the remittance was for 
clothes. 

Following the hearing, Nellis and 
Mrs. Wynn were sent back to the 
police station to await the action of 
the Federal grand jury, which meets 
in East St. Louis, Monday.

Meet in Washington March 
6 and 7 to Be Addressed 
by Leading Men. 


To involve logically the National 
Government in the highways Prog 
ress of the country and to furthe 
discussion and action which ghall 
produce a plan satisfactory to the 
roads 2@vocates of the various states,

A. A. A. National Good Roads Board 
for calling the Second Federal Aid 
Good Roads Convention, to which 
have been invited all organizations 
interested in this now nation-wide 
sitbject. 

In. the course of the five sessions 
which. will take place at The°Raleigh, 
in Washington, March 6 and 7, the entire 
subject will be comprehensively consid- 
ered by the most representative assem- 
blage of good roads advocates ever gath- 
ered in this country. The holding of the 
convention 4n Washington insures the 
attendance of many members of Con- 
gress, who in numerous instances 
will serve as delegates for their local 
boards of trade, and automobile and 
good roads associations. 

Yhough purposely the program has 
been left somewhat open in order to 
provide adequate time for several gen- 
eral discussions, an outline of the 
proceedings will quickly indicate its 
widespread scope.

ACROSS CONTINENT 


The United States Government has 
been asked to take an interest in the 
big pathfinding tour which the Indi- 
ana Automobile Manufacturers’ As- 
sociation is promoting for the pro- 
posed transcontinental stone motor 
car road.

STARTERS REDUCE 
GASOLINE COST 


A group of prominent Chicago automo- 
bile men were recently discussing the 
rising price of gasaline and methods to 
economize its consumption. Finally the 
question was put up-to Mr. A. L. Ell- 
wood, St. Louis branch manager of the 
Locomobile, and he said: ‘‘The best. way 
to meet this ‘situation is, first, to buy a 
car that will give you the maximum 
mileage per gallon, and second, to make

HIGH CARS RAISE DUST 


“In passing over a readway some cars 
will hardly raise enough dust to make it 
noticeable,’’ says Roy Anselm, agent in 
St. Louis for the Regal car, ‘‘while an- 
other make of car will raise a cloud of 
dust. The secret lies in the height above 
the road at which a car carries its lead. 
A high car sucks up the surface cover- 
ing of the roadbed and throws eut a 
cloud of dust behind the car, This type 
of car is not only hard on good roads, 
but more or less of a handicap to the 
good reads movement, 

“* car cf low suspension, though still 
high enough above the road to clear its 
irregularities, raises, in comparison, 
practically not dust. What dust is raised 
by front wheels is forced back to the 
road by the flat dust pan underneath 
the car. As a low car is less liable te 
sway at a high speed, its tendency to 
tear up the road when rounding curves 
or corners is. reduced. This explains 
why a car embodying the ‘‘undersilung”: 
construction is much easier on good 
roads than the car built the ordinary 


way.”

ECKERT’S COMMISSION 


Told at Trial How President In- 
terfered When He Was About 
to Be Discharged. 

NEW YORK, March 1.—How Gen. 
Thomas T. Eckert, former head of the 


Western Union Telegraph Co., nearly 
lost. his commission during the Civil 
War was related at the trial of the 
Contest over his will, which his son, 
Jameés Clendenin Eckert, is preseing.

The fugitive Madero family arrived 
here last night and today gave their 
astonishing version of the killing of Ma- 
dero and Suarez to friends. :

Then their bodies were placed upright 
in automobiles and rushed to the prison.

her aunt, Mrs. Susan Black, in the same 
manner when she attempted to help Mrs. 
Moffett escape. He then set fire to the 
house and escaped through the woods. 

Williams was arrested as a loiterer 
here Friday night and afterward con- 
fessed to having committed the deed. 
Discovery of tne crime was made when 
a passerby saw smoke and went to the 
rescue, extinguishing the fine, which had 
not gained much headway. He then en- 
tered the house and found the two 
women. 

Mrs. Moffett later regained Cconscious- 
ness and stated that Williams came to 
the house on an errand. When _ she 
turned from him, the negro struck her 
on the head with a rolling pin, and when 
Mrs. Black came to the rescue he at- 
tacked her and beat her until she was 
unconscious. She died today from the 
effects of the beating.

“His Majesty’s Government is unable 
before the administration leaves office 
to reply fully to the arguments con-

act of Congress under which action held 
by His Majesty’s Government to be 
prejudicial to British interests might be 
taken. 

“From this view, His Maijesty’s Gov- 
ernment feel bound .to express their 
dissent. They conceive that interna- 
tional law or usage does not support the 
doctrine that the passing of a statute 
in contravention- of a treaty right af- 
fords no ground of complaint for the 
infraction of that right, and that the 
nation which holds that its treaty rights 
have been so infringed or brought into 
question by a denial that thev exist, 
must, before protesting and seeking the

NEW YORK, March 1.—Harry K. 
Thaw, the slayer of Stanford White, 
will be brought to this city next Thurs- 


ich on a new writ of habeas corpus 
sworn out in-his behalf today. 

The application for the writ was made 
to Justice Guy by Lawyer“Doctor 
Charles Kennedy, who at the instigation 
of Alfred Henry Lewis, a magazine 
writer, visited Thaw in his~-cell in the 
asylum for the criminal insane at Mat- 
teawan some weeks ago. 

Dr. Kennedy, who appears as the 
latest counsel for Thaw, has been a 
practicing attorney for one month only, 
He is better known as a physician. 

The appliction for the writ is based 
upon an affidavit by Thaw himsélf that 
he is sane now and therefore should be 
discharged from custody. Dr. Kennedy 
“tipon information and belief’ asserts 
that his client should be given his lib- 
erty *’forthwith,”’ declaring Thaw has 
been sane for a long timé. 

Dr. Kennedy says that in a few davs 
he expects to be able to name associate 
rcounsel to aid him ip his fight to gain 
Thaw’'s release. 

First Met Reecntly. 

The first time Dr. Kennedy met 
Thaw was one Sunday several weeks 
ago, When he and Dr. William J. 
O'Sullivan, now an assistant corpor- 
ation counsel, but better known as a 
medico-legal expert, called at Mat- 
teawan and presented to Dr. Russell, 


jthen the-head of that institution, a 


letter signed by Alfred Henry Lewis, 
asking Dr. Russell to allow the two 
physicians to interview Thaw. Dr. 
Russell saw no objection and fhe in- 
troduction took place. 

Drs. Kennedy and o’sWlivan talked 
with Thaw for several hours. At 
the conclusion they reported to Lewis 
that in their opinion Thaw was sane 
and had been sane for a long time. 

Then followed the announcement 
in the New York World that an ef- 
fort was being made to free Thaw 
by insinuating that if Thaw was 
freed by Dr. Russell Gov. Sulzer 
would be very much pleased. The 
publication of this resulted in the 
present inquiry by the Sulzer Com- 
mission. which has thus far brought 
about the resignation of Dr. Russell 
and revealed shocking allegations of 
attempted bribery and the soliciting 
of a bribe. 

Will Again Retain Jerome. 

The Attorney-General will have to be 
represented and it is expected that he 
will again retain William Travers Jer- 
ome to look after the State’s inter- 
ests. Jerome appeared for the Attorney- 
yeneral at the time Thaw seught to 
gain his freedom last summer before 
Justice Keogh at White Plains. Already 
Thaw’s trial for murder and his at- 
tempts to be released from the asylum 
have cost the State fully $500,000. It is 
said to have cost his family two or 
‘hree times as much.

Dr, Kennedy said today that the brib- 
ery exposures ha@® not hurt Thaw in 
the least, that, on the contrary, he be- 
lieved they had helped Thaw, in that 
they had called attention to the fact that 
at least two physicians who had seen 
him recently believed him to be sane. 

“Had Thaw ever heard about you as 
a lawyer before you were introduced to 
him by Alfred Henry Lewis?” Dr. Ken- 
nedy was asked. 

“I cannot answer that question,” was 
the reply. “But the first time I saw 
him to speak to him in connection with 
this case was when I went to Matteawan 
with Dr. O'Sullivan.” 


it: Lewis Is to Testify. : 
Chere were few developments today in 


the alleged attempt to bribe Dr. Russell 
to release Thaw. The Inquiry Board 
will sit again Monday, when Alfred 
Henry Lewis is expected to testify. 

His connection with Thaw grows more 
interesting. When first. encountered 
with William F. Clark on his visits to 
Thaw, Lewis said he was preparing 
some magazine articles on noted crim- 
inal cases and planned to write up 
Thaw’'s case. He admitted sending Dr. 
Kkepnedy, who today appeared as 4 
lawyer to examine Thaw, but said this 
was in the interest of his proposed mag- 
azine articles. Then came the scandal 
regarding Clark's alleged exposure as 
an employee of the State, of Lawyer 
Anhut’s attempt to bribe Dr. Russell 
to release Thaw, followed by Russell's 
resignation. All this was given a strong- 
er tinge by the testimony of Horace A. 
Hoffman, a private detective who has 
been on Harry Thaw’s staff for a year 
or more. He swore to having paid 
money to both Lewis and Clark on be- 
half of Thaw. 

Clark, Hoffman’ swore, was commis- 
sioned to go to Utica early in January 
when’the State bar association, then in 
Session, contemplated passing a resolu- 
tion indorsing a bill which if enacted 
would prevent Thaw from bringing 
habeas corpus proceedings more than 
once a year. Clark, Hoffman swore, 
was to bring about the publication of 
letters and other material calculated to 
Gissuade the bar association further- 
ing any plan inimical to Thaw’s inter- 
ests. 

Shortly after Clark had performed this 
service, Alfred Henry Lewis, Hoffman 
testified, asked him one day for a check 
for $100 ‘“‘to pay Mr. Clark for his ex- 
penses.’’ “I gave a check,” said Hoff- 
mani. 

How much money Alfred Henry Lewis 
received from the Thaws through him 
Hoffman would not say. 

He admitted that Lewis got three 
checks and some cash, but when pinned 
‘down remarked that the entire amount 
was not what he would 
large.”’

LONDON, March 1.—The sudden rise 
of the last few days on your Stock

For two reasons, however, it 
had not been expected that the present 
improvement would go very far. 
One is, that even an immediate ac- 
ceptance of Turkey's reported suit for 
peace on the basis of Adrianople’s sur- 
render, would leave our own money 
markets absorbed fer some months in 
the problem of the large impending se- 
curity issues. The other is that your 
markets, in our judgment, will inevitably 
be affected, during the immediate fu- 
ture, by uncertainties of the tariff dis- 
cussion and of domestic politics in gen- 
eral. 
The Political Outlook. 


The feeling regarding Mr. Wilson, in 
our best-informed financial circles, is 
that he is a capable and clever states- 
man; but that the question of real doubt 
is whether the Democratic majority in 
Congress, after its prolonged absence 
from control over national affairs,’ may 
not be inclined to ride the high horse 
rather recklessly. If this were to hap- 
pen, and if financial depression were 
caused by it. your public, it is thought, 
might probably be at first inclined to 
blame the financiers.

From this date on iast vear 
takings of American by world’s spin- 
ners totaled 7,244,000 bales. Should tak- 
ings this year from this date on be 
within 10 per cent of the figures of 
last year, presuming that the present 
crop is near 14,000,000 bales, the surplus 
oy American to be carried over wou'd 
be but 700,000 bales. Should takings be 
within 20 per cent of the figures of last 
vear, the surplus of American to be 
curried over would be about 1,492,000 
bales. This is less than 20,000 more 
bales than were carried into the pres 
ent season, and should not prove to be 
a heavy burden, especially if this sea- 
sons crop ts late. 

Weather Is Unfavorable. 

The weather has been unfavorable re- 
cently. Extremely heavy rainfall dur- 
ing the last few days again has. set 
back preparations. This is not as yet 
serious, in fact, the delay may prove a 
blessing if it prevents too early plant- 
ing; which would bring a chilling of the 
seed and perhaps necessitate replant- 
ing after a late frost. 

In the dry goods markets, business is 
fairly active. The mills are enjoying 
stiff prices for their goods, but are in 
difficulties over deliveries. Prices are 
generally unchanged.

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Wheat futures refused to break the 
past week, when heavy snow and rain 
in the Southwest relieved drouth con- 
ditions, and as a consequence shorts 
covered contracts and advanced prices 
a sharp fraction on themselves. hep 
final range of quotations was pointe 
downward, however, when buyers failed 
to follow the advance. 

From the standpoint of the winter 
wheat condition there is not the 
slightest outlook for the bulls, for 
seldom nas a winter been so favor- 
able as the present one for the early 
maturing of the winter wheat crop. 

The trouble, however, Is that prices 
have for months been sold down on 
the heavy domestic and world’s yield 
of a year ago, and the trade is most- 
ly hearish on the old crop outlook 
as well as on the new. 

As regards the latter, however, 
things change very rapidly, and there 
is little doubt that the “crop- -killers”’ 
will have the winter crop killed many 
times, by reports of Hessian fly, hot 
winds in Kansas, drouth and other 
destructionists before the harvest 
season rolls around in July and 
August. 
Reserves Are Small, 

Aside from the chances of crop 
scares, it is thought in well- informe: 
circles that the Government report 
on March 10 will show unusually 
smaH farm reserves for this season, 
considerably below the 5-year average 
of 153,000,000 bu, or 22.8 per cent. A 
year ago the reserves were 122,025,- 
000 bu, or 19.6 per cent. 

In the Northwest the best opinion 
is that the reserves will show very 
small, for despite the large crop of a 
year ago, the ideal weather in the 
fall and early winter favored the 
riovement as never before, while at 
the same time a tight money market 
forced farmers to sell more of their 
grain than usual, as the banks were 
not inelined to advance credits for 
holding purposes. 

Export demands continue to absorb 
a largd¢ percentage of our wheat, and 
have been, highly instrumental in sus- 
taining prices in the face of the bear- 
ish winter wheat conditions. 

The:‘small Russian shipments, owing 
to the poor grade of wheat in that 
country, end unfavorable weather 
conditions there, have caused consid- 
erable buying in the foreign markets; 
and should. Russian conditions con- 
tinue unfavorable they. may develop 
a considerable demand for our wheat 
at a season when old crop supplies 
are lightest. 

This, no doubt, would carry suffi- 
cient weight to slowly advance prices 
even in the face of a favorable win- 
ter crop outlook. 

The May Option. 

May wheat in Chicago shows some 
signs of congestion, as the trade has 
been bearish so long that manly trad- 
ers have sold it with the idea of “for. 
getting it,” and they have ‘“forgot- 
ten” it too long and are confronted 
with losses that make them stubborn, 

Supplies in Chicago are not 80 ex- 
cessive that manipulation of the May 
is out of the question. And it will be 
well to remember that two years ago 
the price went out at $1.04% When 
cash wheat was selling at §te and 
supplies in elevators were around 29,- 
000,000 bu. The same crowd—Armour-

The apartments will face Union 
boulevard, the west line of the triang!- 
thus offering to their occupants views 
of Portland and Westmoreland flaces. 
Their cost, exclusive of the ground, is 
estimated at $750,000. A prominent archi- 
tect, Whose name is withheld, is said to 
be the prime mover of the project. 

The Forest Park Land Co. «sn off- 
spring of the defunct Missouri-Lincoln 
Trust Co., owns the land, whica has a 
frontage on Union boulevard ot 403 
feet by a depth of 660 feet more or less. 
The triangular apartments will over- 
top by two stories the St. Regis apart- 
ments, at present the tallest in the 
city. ; 

$1,500,000 for New Hotel. 

A million and half dollars, it is said, 
has been raised to build a hotel at the 
southeast corner of sixth and Pin2 
streets. Options have been obtained on 
the site, which is to be purchased out- 
right and which is to be hypothecated 
for the building loan. Plans for the 
hotel have been known in banking cir- 
cles for several weeks, but the identity 
of the syndicate has not been dis- 
closed. 

The money has_been arranged for in 
New York rather than in St. Louis, 
owing to the difference in the broker- 
age rates of the two cities, according 
to local financiers. The site embraces 
several holdings including 70 feet repre- 
sented by William & Bland. 

An unprededented number 
contemplating the erection of skyscrap- 
ers are under way. Several give rromise 
of successful issue. 

Recently there have been 
sales of holdings in the 
west and east of Broadway, 
Mound and Howard streets, 
are ascribed to terminal plans. This 
is a manufacturing stronghold, in- 
cluding some of the most valuable 
holdings in North St. Louis. 

The absorption of this property 
would involve millions of dollars. 
The M., K, & T. Railway holds a 
commanding position east of Broad- 
way. where its freight yards are sit- 
uated. It is regarded as the logical 
purchaser west of the thoroughfare. 
Several blocks north of the M.,K. & T., 
the Wabash and the C., B. & Q. hold 
forth. The area north of Franklin 
avenue and east of Broadway is more 
or less the domain of the railroads, 
which it is now believed want to 
hurdle Broadway. 

Auction and Storage Building. 

The Rock Island Railway has an- 
nounced plans for the erection on a 
half block bounded by Dickson and 
O'Fallon streets, Broadway and the 
allev, near Third street, of a publie 
auction and storage building. The 
proposed improvement, it is estimated 
will entail $150,000, exclusive of the 
cost of the site. Excluding the yards, 
the building will occupy 150x130 feet, 
containing a total of 145,000 square 
feet. 

The enterprise has been conceived 
with a view to quickening.the dis- 
tribution of sale of fruit in St. Louis. 
The second floor of the building will 
be occupied by a cold storage plant, 
with a capacity of 750 cars. The 
building wll be occupied like 
those of the same kind in Chicago, 
Pittsburg or New York, and is ex- 
pected that it will lend new import- 
ance to the city as a fruit distribut- 
ing center. 

The demand for property for busi- 
ness purposes is in proportion with 
that for investment. The leading 
eyent of the week was the leasing 
hy the German Savings Institution 
of the property at the seutheast cor- 
ner of Broadway and Pine streets, 
owned by the heirs of the late Au- 
gust Gehner.

MIAMI, Fla., March 1.—Surrounded on 
three sides by a dense tropical growth 
and fronting. on beautiful Biscayne Bay 
and the Atlantic Ocean, two miles south 


of Miami, William J. Bryan is building 
a winter home. It is to be completed 
by July 1, and it is the intention of Mr.

The plans were drawn by Mrs. Bryan, 
who also chose the name of the 
country place, “Villa Serena,’ Serena 
being the Spanish for serene.

“Down here we will be serene, free 
from all care,” said Mr. Bryan. 

Architecturally the house ig being 
constructed along Spanish lines, with 
a patio in the rear, the house being 
built around this on three sides. The 
front entrance will be from. the 
ccean side, a pergola extending the 
full length of the front elevation.

Oklahoma Will Continue inne 
vation After a Trial Extending 
Over Two Years. 


GUTHRIE, Ok., March 1.—Great suc- 


cess has been achieved by the Oklahoma 


Hospital for the Insane at Norman in 
substituting women nurses for men in 
the: male wards of that institution. The 
experiment began two years ago and 
curing that time the influence exerted 
by women attendants in mate wards has 
been closely observed. The annual re- 
port of the institution has just been 
made public by L. H. Selsor of Guthrie, 
the president. 

“It may not be doubted that this in- 
fluence gives to the patients a content- { . 


ment and a self-restraint not found in 
male wards where the attendants are 
men,” says the report. “Most women 
by instinct are mothers, and the ways 
of a mother touch all men. Especially 
when male patients are physically sick 
do they seem to appreciate the presence 
of a woman nurse, and frequently they 
express their gratitude to the attending 
physician. 

“It has been found that the employ- 
ment *%f women nurses in these wards is 
pleasing to relatives of patients. The 
experiment has been made in six male 
wards, including the male hospital ward. 
Notwithstanding the fact that among 
the patients are men who have lived in 
sordid surroundings, yet in no instance 
has one of them given offense to a 
woman nurse. Several classes of 
psychoses seem to make better progress 
toward recovery when under the care 
of women nurses. Particularly is this 
true of exhaustion psychoses, maniac 
depressive insanity, infection psychoses, 
and a few of the alcoholic types, though 
no statistics are available at this time. 
Even disturbed cases of maniac depres- 
sive insanity show the softening in- 
fluences of woman nurses. The result is 
marked in delirium tremens. The man- 
agement feels justified in continuing this 
experiment indefinitely, and in time ex- 
pects to extend its scope.

Finally, is there a mystery behind Capt. Scott’s 
harsh account of the death of Petty Officer Edgar 
Evans, for whom he has no words of pity, al- 
though bestowing the most generous praise upon 
the others who accompanied him on the dash to 
the South Pole? 

To consider the problem of fuel shortage whicn 
Capt. Scott found inexplicable, it is necessary to 
review the commander’s plans for reaching the 
pole. 

At Cape Evans, which is in McMurdo Sound on 
the northern edge of the Antarctic Continent, the 
Terra Nova, Capt. Scott's ship, disembarked 
enough provisions, fuel and clothing in January, 
1911, to furnish out the entire party of 60 men un- 
til January, 1914. Here was founded the main base 
of supplies. 

In November of 1911 the explorer, under unfa- 
vorable auspices, determined to begin his trip to 
the bottom of the earth. November is the last 
month of the Antarctic spring, and Capt. Scott, he 
states, intended to start earlier, but was delayed 
because his transport of Siberian ponies was swal- 
lowed up by melting ice fields in the previous 
January, when he made an unsuccessful attempt 
to penetrate into the polar wilds. 

He took 16 men besides himself, and divided 
them into parties of four each. The first three 
parties were to found stations containing food and 
fuel at successive intervals, and then race back 
t. Cape Evans. The other four, led by Capt. 
Scott, were to proceed from the third station to 
the pole. 

Cape Evans is about 920 miles north of the South 
Pole. It is probable that the three depots were at 
an approximately equal distance, 230 miles, apart. 


So that, on the return trip, Capt. Scott was justi- 
fied in believing that at intervals of 230 miles he 
would find three depots stockeca with fuel and 
food. 

He had passed two of the stations, and was 
within J1 miles of the third and final one, called 
One-Ton depot, when fate overtook him. ad 
shortage of fuel in our depots, for which I cannut 
account,” were his words. Therefore at both sta- 
tions which he reached he met the crushing dis- 
appointment of finding that a quantity of.the fuel 
with which he had expected to replenish his heat- 
ing apparatus was mysteriously lacking. A simi- 
lar shortage, it appears from his narrative, was 
found in the food supplies. 

In the far polar reaches, the most solitary re- 
gions of the globe, where no men inhabit, and no 
wild beasts roam, caches have been found intact 
years after they were founded, so that the disap- 
pearance of Capt. Scott’s supplies savors almost cf 
the uncanny. What agency was alive in that des- 
olate and congealed tract to which the pillage of 
his depots, if such it was, could be attributed? 

Two explanations nave been offered which, it 
seems, must be dismissed at once. The first is 
that the fuel evaporated. But dispatches from 
London state that the fuel used during the expe- 
dition was liquid paraffin, which does not become 
gaseous at polar temperatures. The second is 
that Capt/ Scott was in error as to the quantity 
of paraffin stored at the depots. But other fa- 
nous explorers praise him as a skillful commander, 
watchful of details, who could not have committed 
a blunder in this matter of life and death. 

Still ancther suggestion ir based upon an inci- 
dent related by Roald Amundsen as occurring 
during his successful trek to the South Pole. 
Three of his dogs deserted and traveled back 
along the trail for more than 100 miles to a sup- 
ply station, which they looted, eating even the 


leather straps about the cases of pemmican. 

' There is no doubt that such famished beasts 
would eagerly devour fuel oi] if they could reach 
it. But Capt. Scott’s paraffin was stored in her- 
metically sealed cans which a dog would find it 
impossible to break open. 

So that the problem seems to resolve itself into 
one of human agency. It happens that during the 
Antarctic summer of 1911-12, which corresponds 
with winter in the northern hemisphere, there 
were four expeditions in the south polar region 
besides the British. 

Capt. Amundsen reached the South Pole. on Dec. 
14, 1911, one month and four days before Capt. 
Scott’s arrival. 

There were also a Japanese expedition, com- 
manded by Lieut. Shirase; an Australian explor- 
ing party, headed by Dr. Douglas Mawson, and a 
German expedition in commarc of Lieut. Filch- 
ner., No word has been received from these three 
parties since they varnished within the Antarctic 
Circle. ;' 

When Capt. Scott was founding his supply sta- 
tions, Amundsen was already returning north- 
ward, and when the Briton reached the pole his 
victorious Norwegian rival was a morth’s jour- 
ney, or 600 miles, away to the north, or only 120 
miles from his own base of supplies. Nearly a 
month before Capt. Scott’s death Amundsen an- 
nounced his triumph to the world at Hobart, 
Tasmania. 

Amundsen’s base of supplies was at Whale Bav, 
500 miles west of Cape Evans. So that his route 
diverged at a wide angle, an angle of almost 66 
degrees, from the trail followec by the English 
party. 

No evidence has appeared to indicate that either 
the Japanese, German or Australian expedition 
was in the vicinity of Capt. Scott’s route. Had 
either party availed itself of the British stores, it 
should long ago have reached the coast and re- 
t’rned to civilization. Whether the Japanese, ‘at 
least, went as far south as the first British depot 
i: questionable. They were so ill-equipped that 
before they left Tokio they were publicly advised 
to commit hari-kKari as the only honorable Way «f 
paying their debt to thos? who had =  gsubscribed 
money for the expedition. 

The question, then, appears to narrow itself to 
Scott’s own men, the members of the parties 
which established his depots. Those who founded 
One-Ton depot need not be considered, for 
commander aid not reach that station. 

Is it possibie tha* the four mea v ho bade Capt. 
Scott and nis companions farewell at the third 
depot, the nearest to the pole, were driven back 
t the station by a blizzard, and there were com- 
pelled to Warm and feed thc mselves with the sup- 
plies left for their commander? And on starting 
north again did they once more find themselves 
destitute at the second depot, and a se ond time 
appropria*e the provisions and ~1el on which their 
chief's life depended? 

That these men were in want of fuel is shown 
b= the sta emen* of Lieut. E. R. G. R. Evans, who 
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“Capt. Scoi.s death. 
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succeeded to the command of the expedition after 
“Of the parties which. re- 
turned after supporting the polar party,” he is 
quoted as asserting at Christchurch, New Zea- 
land, “hardly one reached the base at Cape Evans 
with more than a day’s fuel in hand.” 

But surely, if the meu had made themselves free 
with Capt. Scott’s stores, he would have found 
traces of their presence, and would not have de- 
scribed the fuel shortage as vnaccountable. This 
is saying nothing of the fact thate these were 
picked men from the British army and navy, chos- 
en particularly by Capt Scott for their training 
in discipline and loyalty,:and relied upon to de- 
vote their lfves to the success of the expeditiva, 
which depended upon Capt. Scott’s safe return 
from the pole, as freely as if in battle. 

Still another question is raised by Lieut. Evaus’ 
disclosures. According to him, the Scott party 
cetried with them enough paraffin to last a month 
longer than it was calculated it would take them 
to journey from the last depot to the pole and 
back to Cape Evans. 

“They should have been independent of the fuel 
supplies in the depots,” said Lieut. Evans. 

It was planned that Capt. Scott would reach 
Cape Evans on the return trip not later than 
March 10, 1912. Less than a month’s march, un- 
der favorable circumstances, from the base of 
supplies, the party was halted by a blizzard, on 
March 20. So that Capt. Scott was only a littte 
more than a month behind his schedule, notwith- 
standing the 
tered. 

This delay would account for the exhaustion of 
little more than the oil borne by the party, but 
not for the depletion of that stored in the caches. 
Of course, Capt. Scott enccuntered weather bitter- 
ly wintry at the beginning of the Antarctic au- 
tumn, and was compelled to burn more fuel than 
would have been needed under normal conditions, 

A plausible suggestion is devived from Amund- 
sen’s statement that he was informed Capt. Scott 
sent back the last dogs at the third depot, and 
proceeded to the pole on foot, drawing his sledges 
by human -traction. Amundsen expressed bew!!- 
derment as to the commander's reason for this 
action, if it occurred. It meant for him and bis 
comrades a foot journey of more than 1000 miles, 
unless it had been arranged for dogs and pontus 
t>2 meet him at the Great Barrier on his return. 

If the trip was made afoot, it is probable that 
Capt. Scott, burdened by two sick men who conid 
scarcely walk, to say nothing of dragging a 
sledge, was compelled to abandon part of his pro- 
visions, including fuel, especially as he expected 
t. find plentiful supplies of oil at the depots. 

The mystery of the fuel shortage is the more 
confused by statements made at Christchurch by 
Lieut. Evans and Lieut. H. H. L. Pennell, com- 
mander of the Terra Nova. “I think you had bet- 
ter not touch on the fuel shortage in a communi- 
cation to a newspaper,” said Lieut. Evans. to a 
correspondent. 

Astonishment is being expressed in London over 
the abandonment of the three bodies found netr 
One-Ton depot. It is said that even a slight con- 
sideration for the relatives of Capt. Scott and of 
his companions in death, Dr. BE. A. Wilson and 
Lieut.

Cape Evans without difficulty. 

Atkinson explained that it was sentiment, sim- 
ilar to that expressed in the poem on “The Burial 
of Sir John Moore.” which prompted him to leave 
the bodies where they had fallen. It was becom- 
ing, he felt, that the graves of the victims should 
be the wide Antarctic space in which they fell, 
that the polar sky should be their mausoleum, aad 
that Antarctic blizzards should weave their 
shrouds. . 

Thirdly, it is being asked why Capt. Scott was 
not succored by supporting expeditions sent south 
from Cape Evans when the calculated date of his 
arrival had passed? It is a melancholy fact that 
one such party was at One-Ton depot on March 
10, only 10 days before the commander’s arrival 
near there. This party remained seven days, be- 
ginning March 3, and returned north again before 
the coming of the blizzard which engulfed the po- 
lar party. 

Polar explorers agree that there is no blissard 
which should prove fatal to men in good health, 
sheltered in double tents, if they have fuel and 
food. No sign of scurvy was found by Surgeon 
Atkinson. Capt. Scott attributed his defeat spe- 
cifically to want of fuel and provisions. 

Why, then, did the relief party return north 
when Capt. Scott and his surviving companions 
were reeling on towards them only 80 miles away? 
Why did Atkinson not push on south with the 
supplies which would have saved the polar par- 
ty? ‘There was an abundance of provisions at 
Cape Evans, enough to maintain the entire party 
uotil 1914. 

Public accusations of inefficiency, if not of dis- 
loyalty, have been made against the relief party 
in London dispatches, although Capt. Scott's 
mother has declared her belief that everything 
possible was done for the rescue of her son. Dr. 
Atkinson has said that he was compelled to re-f 


treat because of lack of food for his men and dogs. 3 7 


One defense suggested is that, as Capt. Scott took 
only 30 dogs for the entire expedition, and as a 
number of them were lost in the futile excursion 
of March, 1911, there were not enough dogs, after 
the loss of the ponies, to transpert sufficient pro- 
visions. 

Probably everyone who has read Capt. Scott's 
cold and unsympathetic account of the death of 
Petty Officer Evans in February; 1912, has asked 
himself the question: “What did Evans do?” Ti 
tone seems almost one of censure, when compared 
with the glowing tribute paid to Capt. li E. G. 
Oates. .. 

Was Evans guilty of some act of selfishness or 
insubordination which is hidden behind the reti-# 
cence of this epitaph written by his commander? 
Could the tragedy. in part, be attributed not only 
to the petty officer’s misfortune, but also to faults 
or blunders for which he was responsible? ..< 


It is reported that Lieut. Evans has sealed pach -

The St. Louis experimenter was Dr. George M. 
heath, a graduate of the University of Michigan 
and formerly assistant professor of pharmaceut- 
ical chemistry in that institution. He is not a 
practicing physician, although he holds, he says, 
an honorary degree of doctor of medicine from 
his alma mater. 

Through several St. Louis physicians, he re- 
lates, he’ experimented with his remedy upon 
40 patients, afflicted variously with tuberculosis 
of the lungs, the throat and the bones. Two cf 
the patients, who were in the third stage of 
consumption, died. But of the others, he affirnis, 
6) per cent were completely cured, and all the 
rest showed a benefit more or marked. 

Throughout the 10 nothing was known 
of Dr. Heath’s researches except by a few of his 
colleagues at the universities and the physicians 
with whom he collaborated: Hespublished noth- 
ing in the scijentific journals, and has not even 
yet written any account of his investizations. 

But he determined to break his silence when 
Dr. Friedmann, whose remedy he believed. he had 
proved valueless, came forward to stage a trial of 
his “cure” in the spotlirht of an American mi!- 
lionaire’s lavishness. Believing he had found a 
better method than that of the German, Dr. Heath 
went to New York to Finlay, of whom he 
requested that he should have as ample an op- 
portunity for testing his that 
corded to Dr. Friedmann. 

Finlay consented, and

he came to St. Louis for a personal investiga- 
tion. At close he set the following 
tions:

Dr. Heath’s patients will be treated at their 
homes in St. Louis. The tests wiil begin in the 
latter part of March and continue for three or 
four months. 

His method, as he explained it to a reporter 
for the Sunday Post-Dispatch Magazine, is as 
follows: 

From a goat inoculated with tuberculosis he 
takes germs of the disease which he puts 
through three. different treatments, the process 
recuiring six weeks. At the end of that time 
they are profoundly modified, both in form and 
in nature. .The normal ‘tuberculosis germ is 
straight and thin, like a short hair; but the culti- 
vated bacillus is three times as long and is 
curved. By the treatment, he asserts, the germ 
has lost all of its virulence, and has the prop- 
when injected among virulent bacilli, of 
absorbing and neutralizing the poisons which 
throw off.

The latter takes virulent germs and 
deprives them of their malignancy; Dr. Fried- 
mann, by passing the bacilli through the sys- 
tems of successive turtles or other cold-blooded 
animals, maintains that he has been able to rear 
a race of microbes which are naturally without 
virulence. 

Dr. Heath, though not formally bound by med- 
ical ethics, as he is not a physicain, says that he 
intends to conform in every way to their stand- 
aid. He will not copyright or patent his serum, 
he declares, but will give it freely to the medi- 
cal profession as soon as he has perfected the 
simplicity of its manufacture to a point where 
other scientists can produce it without the risk 
of inoculating patients with germs whose viru- 
lence has not been completely destroyed, possibly 
with deadly effeet. 

Unlike Friedmann, Dr. Heath has not yet ven- 
tured to attempt to immunize persons against ‘u- 
berculosis, but says that he will devote the next 
several years to this purpose. It ig the belief, 
held by both competitors, that there is near at 
hand a time when all persons will be inoculated 
against this disease just as they are vaccinated 
against smallpox: and that then humanity will 
have won over its most fatal enemy a victory still 
more brilliant than that of Jenner, 

If the claims of either bacteriologist are estab- 
lished in their contest, some Huxley of the fu- 
ture will have a touching romance of science te 
relate. A rich young wife, he will explain, saw 
the roses of her happiness fading when her 
husband fell ill of tuberculosis. Her father, 
millionaire American banker, was led by her 
despair to offer the princely sum of $1,000,000 for 
a cure of the disease, a reward unparalleled 
in the history of scientifie discovery. An i{- 
ternational competition of rival remedies result- 
ed. one of the rivals being a St. Louis chemist. 
if either wins the prize, it may be said that all 
mankind will owe its conquest of the white plague ri 
in’ part to the grief and devotion of an American { 
wife.

It may be in some storehouse of 
rubbish or some forgotten heap of refuse in St. 
is. Whereve™ it is, if anywhere, fortune awaits 
its der. 
The stamps printed from this plate are held to 
be the most interesting in the world. Philatel- 
ists in all lands purchase them at large figures. 
A @ngle stamp has brought as much as $5000. 

Récently the philatelic world was thrilled by 
the discovery o° 102 of the St. Louis stamps in 
Philadelphia, which now are being marketed under 
the advice of Charles Haviland Mekeel, a stamp 
expert of St. Louis County. Mr. Mekeel estj- 
mates that the Philadelphia collection is worth 
from $75,000 to $80,000. Fred J. Melville of Lon- 
don, president of a British society of philately, 
places the value of the “find” at $100,000. London

Inquiries as to the extent und significance of 
the new lot have come to Mr. Mekeel from deal- 
ers ‘and collectors in many lands.

and ‘yet they are matter of record, known to all 
philatelists. 


Eighteen years ago a negro porter named Bob 
was instructed to burn a mass of old letters and 
other documents which had accumulated in the 
basement of the courthouse at Louisville. The 
negro began consigning the waste paper to the 
flames. 


He observed stamps of a peculiar kind, printed 
in black ink, on some of the letters. Bob knew 
nothing of philately, but he was aware that 
“cur‘ous pussons” had a fancy for old stamps, 
and he was badly in need of just about “‘fo’ bits” 
for spending money. After having burned many 
of the letters bearing the curious stamps, he 
segregated the rest and saved them.

saved were 137 of the 
Bob sold them to two white porters for 
50 cents. It was easy money for Bob—all clear 
profit. The white men took the stam»ed letters 
to a barroom and sold the lot to the saloon- 
keeper for $5. More easy money—900 per cent 
profit. The saloon man displayed the stamps in 
his place, and soon sold them at a good profit. . 


Louisville “Find” Brings 
50 Cents, Then $100,000. 


The Louisville “find” finally got into the news- 
papers. Philatelist Mekeel of St. Louis read about 
it and took train for Louisville. By that time 
local stamp collectors had acquired the stampa 
The lot had been divided between about a dozen 
persons, Mr. Mekeel set out to buy up the entire 
“find.” He paid one man $1000 for a batch, ane 
other man $1500, and so on. In all he expended 
about $25,000, which was considerably move than 
Black Bob got. 

Mr. Mexeel brought the 137 stamps to St. Louis 
and began marketing them. The market was a 
wide one, including not only the United States, 
but England, India, Australia, South America. 
Mexico and other countries. It was an easy mar- 
ket, too, for philatelists the world over had been 
hoping for a new discovery of St. ‘Louis stamps. 
Mr. Mekeel, it is said, realized something more 
than $100,000 from the stamps which Black Bob 
gleefully sold for 50 cents, which goes to show 
that it pays to know the value of waste paper. 

The stamps recently found in Philadelphia are 
attached to 51 letters bearing dates of the years 
1845, 1846 and 1847. As in the Louisville case, the 
letters were sent to a banking house. They were 
thrown aside and forgotten. They became a part

Mekeel. At latest account about $6000 had been 
realized for a few ofthe stamps, and Mr. Mekeel 
states that it is a mere matter of putting them 
on the market to get about $75,000 more. 

The St. Louis stamps were made in St. Louis, 
being engraved and printed by J. M. Kershaw of 
the Western Card and Seal Co., at 34 North Sec- 
ond street, the leading engraving concern of those 
days. The plate was ordered in 1845 by John 
M.-Wimer, who was the eighth Postmaster of St.

Congress follow the innovation, but it failed, until 
1847, when the Government fell in line with En- 
gland and several other nations which manu- 
factured and sold adhesive postage stamps for 
general use. 

Several postmasters in the United States, nota- 
bly at St. Louis, Cincinnati, New York and New 
Haven, issued personal postoffice stamps for the 
convenience of their patrons. The Government 
had nothing to do with the matter. The stamps 
thus issued were good only at the office of issue. 
Prior to that time all mail matter was carried to 
the Postoffices, where the sender prepaid the 
postage. 

Envelopes were not in use then. Letters were 
written on ample sheets, which were folded and 
secured by a wax seal. The address was writ- 
ten on the back of the letter, and the Postmaster 
wrote or marked with a rubber stamp the word 
“Paid” and the amount of postage, which varied 
with distance and the weight of the letter.

For instance, as the Philadelphia “find” gives 
visible evidence, it cost 35 cents to send a letter 
from St. Louis to the Quaker City. One of the 
old letters found there bears three r’amps, of 5, 
1, and 20 cent denominations, these including 
specimens of each denomination issued: by Post- 
master Wimer. For this reason that particular 
letter is considered to be of unusual value. 

The St. Louis stamps were not popular with 
the general public. A small extra charge. to pay 
for their manufacture was added to their face 
value. The average citizen preferred to prepay 
his postage at the Postoffice though St. Louis 
at that time was a big town of about 50,000 peo- 
ple. ) 

It appears that the original extra charge placed 
upon the stamps by Postmaster Wimer was re- 
garded. as excessive, which is indicated 'by the 
second item in the two following excerpts from 
the files of the Missouri Republican. On Nov. 
5. 1845, that paper contained this notice:

HOW I WON THE. FIRST 
CANNING CLUB: DIPLOMA.

AM a member of the Pulaski County (Ark.) 

Girls’ Canning Club and was among the 

first members to join. I enjoyed working — 
and taking care of my one-tenth of an acre. 

I cultivated my tomatoes myself, but papa 
helped me to prepare my seed bed and also helped 
me to stake the tomatoes. He did all the plow- 
ing. 

I raised on my one-tenth of an acre one crop 
of tomatoes and beans, two crops of turnips, one 
of which the weeds took; the other is still green. 

I will tell you how I raised my crop from start 
tu finish. My one-tenth of an acre was broken 
up in January with a disc harrow and then har- 
rowed with a section harrow. 


Feb. 12 my seed bed was prepared. First-the ’ 


dirt was thrown out and then fertilizer was ‘put 
in and three inches of dirt thrown-over ‘it. The 
bed was then leveled with a garden rake-and ‘let 
stand til] Thursday, Feb. 15, when my tomato

seeds were sown. The seeds came up in about 
five days. On March 27 my tomatoes were planted 
in. a, cold frame and*:were covered with hot-bed 
glass to keep the plants from freezing. I took 
the glass off the tomato plants on sunny days so 
the plants would get sunshine. 

The land was run over with a disc harrow to 
break the clods and laid off with a bull-tongued 
stock plow with an eight-inch shovel on it. The 
fertilizer was put in the middles. The rows 
were bedded up with a bull-tongued stock. 

The ‘rows were laid off four and one-half feet 
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apart and the plants were set in the field on Fri- 
day, April 12. 

Ten days after the tomatoes were planted in 
the field they were plowed with a five-tooth cul- 
tivator and then hoed. My first tomatoes bloomed 
about April 29 and my first little green tomato 
was found Tuesday, May 25. 

About May 8 my tomatoes were. plowed with 
a double shovel. This was to keep the weeds 
hilled and to break the clods. And about May 9 
my tomatoes were raked, around with a gardep 
hoe to pulverize the soil around ithe stalk. 


I first began pruning my tomatoes on Wednes- 
day, May 5, and kept them pruned until after I 
began selling tomatoes. 

I sprayed my tomatoes twice with Paris green 
(in a very weak solution) and sprayed them four 
times with Bordeaux mixture, as the worms were 
so bad. I had to catch worms several times. 

My tomatoes were. plowed with a five-tooth cul- 
tivator on May 16.. My plants were also hoed on 
May 16. 

My tomatoes were staked Monday, May 24, and 
were tied on “Thursday, which took four and 


My first ripe tomato was sold on June 19. My 
tomatoes were plowed June 25 with a spring-+ooth 
cultivator. My tomatoes were hoed and the dirt 
pulled around the stalks Tuesday, June 28. 

Kentucky Wonder Pole beans were planted 
Tuesday, July 16, and wax beans were planted. 
I hoed my beans three times. 

Turnips were planted or sowed between. ‘the 
beans, but they didn’t do any good, as the weeds 
took them. I just’ got a little over one bushes 
off that patch. 

Tomato stakes were pulled up about Sept. 1 
The ground was then broken with a two-horse 
turning plow, then harrowed off with a section 
harrow. The ground lay about ten days to let 
the grass decay. 

About Sept. 11 purple-top globe turnips were - 
sowed and plowed in with a 14-inch tooth har 
row, which had several small plows on it. MY¥ 
turnips are green but small] and are looking pret 
ty. I sold 75 baskets of. tomatoes and also one 
basket of culls, besides I canned 85 three-pound 
tin cans of tomatoes. After deducting all ex 
penges my net profit was $52.80.
